This would he the means of mak- 
ing competition as it would bring buyers 
from a distance to buy cheese as there 
would be a large quantity in one place. 
This warehouse could be governed by a 
Board of Directors and a President. All 
cheese should be sold out and out at 
this warehouse and have none consign- 
ed and as there would be heavy mee 
every week, or every two weeks, all 
cheese sold if not paid for at the time 
should be shipped to the order of some 
bank, named te the Directors. “The 
President would keep himself posted 
with the principal cheese markets of the 
world and by his «0 doing he would 
know whether it would be best to sall 
this week on next, as we would not be 
obliged to sell, for we would have the 
accommodation to keep it if we thought 
best. It would also make a difference 
in regard to Presidents of factories as 
they would not be at so much expense 
in attending the Board at Belleville 
they would not want as myth salary. 
Now, if any of your rade ho are in- 
terested in the cheese busine®s will give 
their views ou this matter it would he 
gent benefit to the cheese industry of 
North Hastings.

The redemption 
anc the unification of Italy are events too 
recent to be ignored in current politics, 
The house of Savoy is too inextricab! 
connected with those events and entitl 
to too mach of the gratitude of the Italian 
people on account of then, to give any 
promise of success to any effort for the de- 
thronement of the second king of Italy. 
‘Lhe claims of the royal family upon the 
people have been as greatly strengthened 
by the unification of Italy as the claims of 
the Hohenzollerns by the unification of 
Germany. 

It is trae that Italy is in trouble, and 
that all external troubles tend to discredit 
the powers that be. As Sir Charles Dilke 
has shown, Italy is the country in which 
the strain of huge armaments has come 
nearest to passing the limit of elasticity. 
That her expenditures have been beyond 
her meana is manifest, and there may be an 
increasing disposition to charge the burden 
of expenditure, aggravated by corruption, 
upon the triple alliance. As a matter of 
fact, however, the maintenance of an army 
and navy beyond the ability of the country 
fairly to sustain has been a matter quite aa 
much ofa populardemand as of monarch- 
ical ambition, A proposition to retrench 
at the expense of the prestige of Italy and 
her importance in Europe would have no 
chance of success. Austria and Germany 
will hold Italy to her engagements, but 
engagements equally onerous would doubt- 
leas be imposed upon her if she threw her 
weight into the opposite scale. That, hows 
ever, is practically out of the question, 
An alliance or an “‘entente” with France 
would be a moat unpopular measure in the 
present temper of the Italian people, em. 
bittered as it has been by a series of irri- 
tating exenta, of which the newest are very 
recent. “ft would be so unpopular that no 
statesman would vénture to propose it. It 
is quite out of the question for Italy to re- 
main neutral. A declaration of neutrality

About five miles 
acroes the water boundary on the Canadian 
side, Chariie Moore, the well-known Rat 
Portage explorer, took up some gold lands, 
the samplés of which are jast as rich as 
from the American gold reef. Rainy Lake 
City, the American Fort Francia, already 
boasts of a saw-mill, brought in overland 
from Tower, through 6) miles of wilderness. 
If the gold washings turn out as well next 
summer as the samples picked and thawed 
have done this winter it is expected that 
Rainy Lake City will have 15,000 inhabi- 
tante by fall, :

PERSONS KILLED. 


Terrific Explosion ona German Man-of- 
War. 


A Kiel special says:—A terrible boiler 
explosion ecurred to-day on the cruiser 
Brandenburg at this port. With the aseal 
aeorecy that pervades naval affairs, the 
officers of the ship refused to give any de- 
tails regarding the accident, but it was soon 
known that many ofthe crew were killed 
and that considerable damage was done to 
the vessel, The Brandenburg waa on her 
trial trip when the explosion ovcurred, 
Forty-one men were instantly killed and 
nine others were fatally wounded. Amon 
the dead are three chief engineers, who 
were on the veseel to report on the work of 
the boilers, and several other officers. Moat 
of the bodies were badly sealded, in some 
instances the faces being so swollen out of 
shape as to be unrecognizable. Five steam. 
ers went at once to the assiatance of the dis.

Catting Down Expenses. 


In order toreduce the enormous expenses 
of the competing railways running trains 
between New York and Chicago, the mem- 
bers of the ‘Cencral Traffic Association ” 
aie engaged in the preparation of a “‘pool " 
which is to cover the competitive passenger 
traffic hetween these two great terminal 
points, The difficulties, however, in the 
way of carrying out this great acheme are 
thus pointed out :—“The passenger officials 
who were sent to Chicago to form the pool, 
have avery big job on their hands. The 
pool must f formed, for their superiors, 
the presidents, have ordered it, and the 
thousands of difficulties in the way mast be 
overcome if it takes all year. The first 
thing to do will be the dividing of all the 
rerrivory, and the roads interested in each 
group will settle their differences. Then 
the territory will be considered as a whole, 
and the most difficult point settled, that of 
fixing the percentage~ each road shall carry. 
All divisions of business will be settled by 
arbitration and there will be several hun- 
dred of thease, which will occupy much 
time. It is contemplated to boycott 
non pooling line which refuses to maintain 
rates, bat in numerous cases this drastic 
measure will be of noavail, In the case of 
the Toledo, St. Louis & Kansas City, for 
instance, that line can simply laugh at any 
heyoott eastern lines can invent, These are 
samples of the difficulties to be met and to 
the settlementof which the managing offi- 
cials have pledged their passenger depart- 
menta. It is proposed to continue the 
meeting indefinitely until a final decision is 
“a” Savings to the extent of ten 
millions of dollars anaually are expected to 
result fron the adoption of this combine, 
the principal portion of the acheme being 
the reduction inthe number of passenger 
trains, There are now twenty-seven 
senger trains each way between New York 
and Chicago, or « total of fifty-four pas- 
senger trains, and it is in contemplation to 
withdraw from one-third to one-half of these 
down probably to twenty or twenty-five 
trains « day, effecting « saving of some fcur 
millions of dollars.

A miser of the story book type died 
about two weeke ago in Auxerre, France, 
Although he never had wife or children, he 
was known to all persona in the city aa Papa 
Fleuteiot. He had been a public figure for 
a generation, and conld beseen daily, in 
storm or sunshine, tottering in his rage 
througa the atreeta, to gather odd bita of 
coal and wood and cigar stumps. When 
he an his work in the city there were 
the usual rumors that he was rich and 
miserly, but they were soon dispelled by 
the abject filth and want in which he lived, 
and by his importunit) in begging. 

Papa Fleutelot died in his 85th year, and 
was buried in the Potter's Field. The 
French police, who suspect éverything, still 
8 the old man’s pretences of pov- 
erty, despite the recent shifting of public 
opinion,and they searched the hut ia which 
he had lived and died. Filth was ankle 
deep up stairs, and knee deep in the cellar, 
The first search was rewarded only with 
the discovery of 400 bottles of Bordeaux, 
vintage of 1790. The second search, how- 
ever, revealed a hole in the cellar wall, be- 
hind a pile of indescribable dirt. From this 
hole the police dragged a cheat, and in the 
cheat they found the treasure, From top 
to bottom it was stuffed full with mort- 
gages.

in dense aa far north as the latitude 
of St. Loulé, Mo. But he haa none of his 
spring ways about him in winter, and he 
behaves like a wild bird of the thickets, 
Yet he has been given the specific name 
of migratoria, because of his tendency to 
“spread himself” southward in winter even. 
into Eastern Mexico, If he were hatched 
on Hadson's Bay, as many-of them are, he 
would think latitade 40 degrees n. quite a 
migration southward, yet some of his 
more southern bred relatives are not con- 
tent this side of the awamps of the Isthmua. 

The next bird that is conspicuous for hia/ 
spring song and absence in the winter is the 
meadow lark, yet he, too, at times, is a 
winter resident—often as a atraggler—anas 
far north as Southern Ontario, and I have 
seen his western cousin as late as December 
in Southern Dakota. His abundance in the 
southern states during the winter is largely 
duetothe fact that he goestherein adesultory, 
migratory fashion out of every province and 
atate from Ontario to Missouri, His cousins, 
the bobolinks and oriolea, hastened away 
long before severe frosts, and are awaiting 
the fully expanded leaf and the abundance 
of fluttering things before their return, 
From Panama to Ontario they ride up on 
the vernal ebb, and whereed? the tender 
buds of leat and blossoms are opening, there 
they are towday trilling their half-soliloqui- 
zing, absent-minded song. 

The blackbirds of all degrees, close kin 
to the orlolea, go south aleo for their health, 
but not so far. They all come up in spring 
along the farmer's furrow, and wherever 
the plow is exposing black soil and its 
wealth of grubs they are flutering up from 
clod to clod and clucking as ect they 
would urge the season on, 


The flycatchers, whose food is mostly cap- 
tured in the air, go away to the lands of por- 
tual sammer, Our ash-throated bird and 
the kingbird rarely stop this side of Tehu- 
antepec or even Soath America and Cuba, 
while the phoebe is content only little fur- 
ther north, They come upat the hum of 
insect wings which the northern spring 
awakes, and wherever the fish are leaping 
at the brooding caddis flies over the brook, 
they make their presencesknown.

Of that numerous family, the warblers, 
which make ourtreea ring with their 
breezy but monotonous calle in the late and 
leafy spring, most of them spend their win- 
tors south of our borders, A few, like the 
black-throated blue warbler and others, 
winter in Florida ; but a few specimens of 
the yellow throat of many lands and the 
palm warbler have been noted by Prof, 
Ridgway as wintering occasionally insouth- 
ern Ontario. Many of them are known to 
ua only as they pass usin the spring to 
northern breeding places, and they usually 
make the denser woods of the streams their

A Treasure Which GShenld be Gaarded by 
Seme Legtelation. 

How much hidden treasure the depths o 
Ontario's broad fields, het rocky etrata and 
her limestone ridges, contain in the way of 
that most excellent frait of the earth's 
bowels, natural , ie ae yet uncertain, 
The only locality in which these valuable 
vapors have been developed to any extent 
is the south westerly part of the county of 
Welland, chiefly in the’township ot Ham- 
berstone, where the work of producing 
natural gas has become a considerable in- 
dustry. The use of natural gas has practi- 
cally avoided in that district the noceasit 
of oil for light, or wood’ and coal for fuel.

The Nansen Expedition. 


The Nansen expedition is now supposed 
to have spent several monthe of Arctic 
darkness, drifting in the ice of the Siberian 
Sea, It is likely that early next summer 
we shall have tidings from along the coast 
which may give ua some idea of the early 
a of the party, Dr. Nansen hoped 
before the winter night came on to reach 
the neighborhood of the New Siberian 
Islands, nearly two-thirds of the way across 
the Arctic sea, north of Asia. He hoped to 
find here the northward-setting current, 
upon which he is depending to carry him 
acrosa the polar area. It is not at all cer- 
tain, however, that he was able to attain 
this far eastward point. He would have to 
go.far enough north to round Cape Chel- 

uskin, the most northern point of Asia. 
tis not at all certain that he was able to 
this Arctic promontory, for Capt. 
Viggina, in his = acrosa the Kara 
Sea to the Yenissei River last summer, 
found the dritt ice very close in shore,-nany 
miles south of Cape Ohelyuskin. If along 
the more northern coast, Nansen found this 
drift ice hugging the shore line, he may 
have found it impossible. to push farther 
east, unlesa he met a lead through the ice 
that he could follow in that direction. It 
seems certain that the expedition either 
aucceeded in rounding Cape Chelyuskin, or 
else pushed into the northern ice, west of 
the cape. Capt. Wiggins saya that if Dr. 
Nansen had been compelled to retreat for 
the winter to Dickson Haven, or to some 
other point on the coast west of Chelyus- 
kin, we should have heard of him before 
this time, from the numerous natives who 
roam about these regions and communicate 
with Russian settlementa. For several 
years the Russian Government and certain 
scientific societies have maintained stations 
on the New Siberian Islands, at the moath 
of the Lena River, and at various other 
points along the coast, for making observa- 
tions. Much of this long coast region is 
now better known and better mapped than 
it was at the time of the lamentable disaster 


that cost the lives of Capt. De Long and his

and St, Catharines are deprived of t 
blessing of nature, because the Stand- 
ard Oil octopus can draw money into ites 
tentacles more quickly by supplying the 
gas to Buffalonians, It is claimed that the 
now fertile gaw fields of Humberstone 
will, in a few years become wastes, like the 
gas fields of Necthera Ohio, owing to the 
artificial pump unduly destroying the 
natural supply. 

This gas question is a most interesting 
one, and from the data to hand at present 
it would appear that the Government 
should take some step to prevent the wan- 
ton deprivation of a community of « natural 
blessing which tially belongs to them. 
There will doub be other gas fields dis- 
covered in Canada, and itis right that 
they should be preserved as far as possible 
for the people who have the most right to 
enjoy them.

needs to be a distinct affair as far as it re.

ght. This light balloon frame, boarded 
insideand out, with lining of building pa- 
r, extending north and south, thirty four 
eet wide inside andsat least nine feet in the 
clear, and eased windows ao that each cow 
shall have an average of three square feet 
of glass, seema to be the desirable atable of 
the future. The studding of this barn may 
be uixteen feet, which gives a large hay or 
straw loft, bat the overhead floor should 
be of matched atalf so the hay shall not be 
fouled with the breath of the cattle and 
vapors of the stable, 


The plank floor laid on “sleepers” has no 

lace in the modern cow barn. Let the 

oor be made on the ground, firat clay 
thoroughly pounded down, and then cement- 
ed or tiled. The new paving brick laid in 
Portland cement makes a fine floor. No 
floor should be tolerated that has apace 
under it to become a cavern of foul things, 
solid or liquid. The stable fittings will not 
be the unspaced row, but half box etalis, at 
leaat aix feet six inches, in which two cows 
will stand fastened with halters or some of 
the chain suspended stanchions. The old 
rigid stanchion is a relic of the past days, 
when cows were only tied up nighta and 
were fed outdoors, ic might have answer- 
ed a purpose, but now, when for seven 
montha the «ows are in the stables moat of 
the time, and even the advocates of exer- 
cise admit that their cows are only out o 
*ittle while daily,” the cows muat have 
more freedom of movement than the old 
stanchion gave, hence the popularity of the 
halterand neck chain, This cow will be 
“kept cleanly by a proper gutter behind her, 
with grating over it, nota gutter that will 
hold the accumulations of two weeks, bat a 
amall trench, which will be cleaned every 
day, and land plarter eprinkled, horse 
manure or some other absorbent as good

and ashade at the windows will make it 
cool in the sammer and free from flies.

Improvement of Cereals. 


Grain crops may, like moat other planta, 
be improved im varicus ways, and the im- 
provement often is eo marked as to distin- 

nish the product asan entirely new variety, 
is is eapecially not infrequently the case 
when.« cross of different varieties has taken 
place, either accidently or by judicious 
eclection of parent planta, the stigmas of 
the flowers of one chosen variety being 
fertilized with the pollen of another, taking 
precaution {to prevent self-fertilizacion. 
This method of improving grains, or other 
plants requires. a great deal of skill, care 
and patience, aod even when these condi- 
tions have been combined, the reault will be 
uncertain, And even in the most favorable 
case several

gradually improving the quality. Doubtless

stance, to a definite average weight per 
1,000 grains, which would have a much 
increased value above ordinary oats. And 
at the same time he is not only advancing 
hia own income, but he will deserve the 


thanks of his fellow farmers, who will im- | 


mediately learn the importance of sowing 
only the best grain obtainable. 


Winter Kations for Poultry. 


A bushel of wheat, judiciously fed to a 
good flock of hens, will yield far more than 
if sold in the market at seventy-five cests, 
or if fed to any other stock, and the same 
may be said with regard tocorn, buck wheat, 
cate, or potatoes, Corn is injurious when 
fed exclusively to fow #. It is deficient in 
egg material, while it makea the birds ao 
fat that they cannot lay eggs. No farmer 
would think of feeding a brood sow heavily 
on corn before pigging,or soon after either, 
and yet the same farmer will ataif bis hens 
with corn twice « day and then grumble if 
they do not lay, Corn may be fed at night 
in cold weather, but it muat be remembered 
that an egg is a comp'ere food in itself, 
and that it requires @ variety of substances 
to produce it, In summer the bens are en- 
abled to find a good variety for themselves, 

| but not so in winter, 

An excellent norning feed is clover leaves 
and seeds, auch aa are found on the floor 
where hay is thrown down for the horses, 


eel. This should be scalded well, and 
then bran or middlings and ground oata or 
buckwheat, equal parte, be thoroughly 
mixed in, naing only enough water to make 
the mesa stitfand crumbly. A little aalt 
should be added and, if ible, some 
ground meat and bone, say one-eighth of 
the whole, Feed while warm, and only 
what the fowls will eat up quickly, On 
alternate morrings small potatoes, boiled 
and mashed, ehould be used in place of the 
clover. At eleven o'clock scatter wheat or 
any kind of small seeds in the litter on the 
floor, having the litter five or six inches 
deep. This will give the hens the necea- 
sary exercise, Feed the last meal about 
one hour before sundown, scattering it on 
the floor; this will give the fowls time to 
dig is out before dark. If the farmer would 
rather chop wood than trouble himself with 
fixing the warm morning mess, I would re- 
commend that amall grains such as wheat, 
oats, buckwheat and barley be used for 
breakfast, on alternate mornings and at 
eleven o'clock, with whole or sifted cracked 
corn in the litter -at night. Cracked 
ed corn is better than whole corn, a9 
;it will give the fowis more exercise 
in getting it. In feeling, one thing 
must not be overlooked if auscess in to tol- 
low, and that is the danger of getting the 
fowlsoverfatby over-feeding, Over-fatness 
might be classed aa «disease. The fowls 
should always -be kept in fair condition, 
neither too fat nor too poor, It is the well 
built, compact, active fowl to which we 
must look for eggs, while the over-fat, alag- 
gish bird will not pay for her keep. When 
sorting out the winter stock, keep only those 
birds together that are nearly alike in activ- 
ity and size, The small active Leghorn or 
cross should not be in the same house 
with the larger and more sluggish Brahma 
or ite eros, Careful attention to the 
habite of the young fowls and their diet 
will be well repaid by their growth in flesh 
and the increase in eggs.

THE WILDS OF QUEBEU. 


& Battle te the Breath Wh 4 Forest 


Giant, That Reads Like « Meeting 
Stery Frem the Wild Wee. 


Lake Temisconta, a beautiful dittle sheet 


of water in the province of Quebec, i one 


of the finest haunting grounds in the world. | 
lt ia & region abounding with deer, moose, 


| in the waters of she lake trout and blac 


bass rush and dive, yet the stillness of the | 
woods is rarely broken by the crack of the | 
hunters rifle and the fieh ewim anmolested | 
in the glassy deptha. 

This condition of things has existed be- | 
cause Lake Temiscouta bes been hitherto 
inaccessible. The completion of the Temis- 
couta Railway bas brought the lake and 
ite charming wooded environments to 
within a few hours’ rida of Montreal, 
but the place is etill so litte known that 
wild animals of every kind ere still aband- 
ant. 

Dr. Charles Granville, an English phy- 
sician who resides on the lake, had. an ad- 
venture with

that rivals in excitement any of the blood 
eurdling hunting stories which the wild 
weat could furnish. One night a party of 
the doctor's friends arrived from- the front 
and told him he must give them some hunt- 
ing. Gippe Tippe, a French-Canadian, 
whose knowledge of woodoraft amounts to 
second nature, said that he bad found 
tracks of « big moose on the shore of Lake 
Squatic. Lake Squatic is about ten miles 
distant from Notre Dame du Lac.

A SWINGING AQUEDUCT. 


@ne English Canal Carried Across Another 
on a Drawbridge. 


The recently opened ship canal, which 
connects thp city of Manchester, England, 
with the is of commercial rather than 
engineering/importance. There were. few 
difficulties to be overvome in its construc- 
tion, yet one of the novel features of the 
enterprise/is so curious that it deserves 
passing notice. It ia a very common ocour- 
renoe for one railroad track to be carried 
over another ; much less frequent we see 
one canal conducted across the line of an- 
other, but to have the intersection of two 
water routes provided with a drawbridge 
isstill more unusual. ‘This, however, waa 
found the most satisfactory way of dealing 
with the problem presented where the route 
of Manchester's new highway to the Mersey 
ran up against the old Bridgewater canal, 
leading southward from Wigan in Lanca- 
ahire, 

Just what reasons existed for it having 
a grade crossing do not appear, but it does 
appear that such a acheme was not deemed 
feasible, and hence the smaller channel war 
borne over the larger. But a fixed aqueduct 
would have interfered with the masts, if not 
the smokestacks, of big ships,and theretore 
a swinging span, like that of an ordinary 
drawbridge, was resorted to, Obviously, the 
stationary ends of the severed waterway 
needed to be, and they are, equipped with 
gates which must be closed before the 
swinging span is opened. The latter strac- 
ture is similarly furnished,so that it is pos 
sible to open the “draw” with « floating 
barge on it.

By the British North America Act, which 
is virtually the constitution of Canada, a 
department of militia and defence was es- 
tablished. In 1873 the nucleus of the 
Mounted Police force was formed for the 
protection of the territories of the North- 
west, and has since been increased from 
300 to 1000 men. Thongh not under the 
control of the militia department, this 
splendid corps of troopers has done for the 
western plains of Canada the work that the 
United States cavalry have done on the 
frontier further south. The untuatored 
savage has acquired a healthy respect for 
the Police, but one of the

that the ridera of the plains have often to 
undergo is being caught in the terrible bliz- 
zards that sweep over the prairies during 
winter months, The patrolman overtaken 
by such a storm has need of all his courage 
and skill to find his way back to the post. 
The weather, however, makes no difference 
in the duties of these hardy troopers, and 
their constant vigilance has been the price 
of the safety of the settlers. 

In 1873 the Kingston and Quebec artil- 
lery schools were founded, and in 1875 the 
Royal Military College was established at 
the former city.

The City ef Rie Janeire Ravaged to an 
Alarming Extent. 


A New York special says :—The Herald's 
Montevideo cable says: The sanitary con- 
dition of the city of Rio is now appallin 
and yellow fever is rampant. For severa 
' days the burialshave mintared 90 a day and 
| it is impossible to state the number of new 
\cases. Dr. Handen, a medical authority 
here, thinks the number of those seriously 
}ill with the disease averages about 200 
| day. Many more of the foreign crews in

An ingenious apparatus for-tho manu- 
facture of “cube ice” is an invention re~ 
cently exhibited in London. Lhe machine, 
the Lancet says, ina simp'e one, in which 
blocks of pure artificial ice are placed, 
emerging in the same but a stronger shape 
and possessing some peculiar characteristics. 
When tapped with an ice chisel, or even a 
penknife, they break up inte cubes of con- 
veniont sise, instead of shattering into 
irregular and ill-aesorted lumps. — 

The invention is of hygienic. pas 
teo, for the machine also stamps plainly on 
each of the symmetrical cubes the trade- 
mark of the maker, Thos the customer is 

rotected by this ‘‘name-blown-in-the- 
ttle” device, the stamp being a guarantee 
of the purity of thearticle and its origin. 
The invention has also the virtue of 
economy, as there is no waste from 
broken ice and the cubes are symmetrical 
and attractive. 


The Lancet thus explains the invention : 
**In the course of some experiments Mr. 
Van der Weyde observed thatice ata 
temperature below freezing point, when 
newly cut and left in contact, adhered ‘so 
strongly that it wopld not break in the 
tame place, whereas, when ¢x to 
warmer temperature it would aplit at the 
originally cut p'aces with great ease; and 
ao, with thisextended knowledge of the 
interesting — of regelation, firat 
brought to ~ et by Faraday and afterwards 
studied by Tyndall, M 
developed his invention as the outcome of 
its practical application. The phenomenvn 
of regelation is the result of the action of 
capillary force at the boundaries of the film 
of water which connects the pieces placed 
in contact, producing an effect equivalent 
to attraction between them, just as two 
plates of clean glass with a film of water

Birds That Come and Go. 


There are some birds that depend almost 
entirely for their means of subsistence 
upon the light-winged Summer flies that 
love the sunshine.

The 
treecreepersand the tite, insectivorons in 
their propensities, are content to seek food 
in the crevices of bark upand down the 
branches of old trees,in the cracks of walla, 
in and out among the stones and bricks of 
old buildings, peering, probing, pecking, at 
the creatures that have thought to get 
safely through the cold weathar by hiding. 
Not so our migrant singers, 

Many of them, like the swallows, eat 
only such things as they can catch in their 
awift flizht open-mouthed through air; 
these are few and far between in the raw 
and cold atmosphere of Winter here 
Swift and swallow,nightingale and cuckoo 
warbler, wheatear, whinchat, blackcap,, 
wryneck, flycatcher—all the merry troupe 
of strolling singers, must follow the sun 
and the creatures that dance in the aun- 
beams to lands that are sunny in Winter. 

The movements of the birds that come 
and of the birds that go in Spring and Au- 
tumn are prompted by the abundance or 
the scarcity of certain kinda of food among 
the varied store our land affords, The 
nomadic wanderings of our resident birds 
are also foraging expeditions, Only in the 
Spring sak ie early Summer are any birds 
abla to find the food they require in one 
partioular neighborhood. 

Then insect life abounds, and round 
about the nesting place enough and to 
spare is to be found both for the busy par. 
ent birds and the insatiable chicks and 
squabs, Butin the Autumn and Winter 
there is, strictly speaking, no auch thing as 
aatationary population of birds in any 
place.

The Armies of Europe. 

Tn & recent article in the North American 
Review upon *‘The Outlook for War in 
Europe,” Mr. Archibald Forbes, the well- 
known war correspondent, has compiled 
the statistics of the war strength of the 
dual alliance—France and Kussia—and of 
the triple alliance—Germany, Austria, and 
Italy. As the figures are compiled from 
official sources their publication will be 
valuable for reference. The war strength 
of Russia ie 2,411,105 officera and men, 
463,000 horses, and 5,200 guna; of France 
2,7 1o,600 officers and men, 800,000 horses, 
and 4,500 guns, The war strength of Ger- 
many is 2,440,000 officers and men, 562,150 
horses, and 4,430 guns; of Austria 1,590,000 
officers and men, 292,000 horses ,and 2,140 
guns; of Italy 1,253,200 officers and men, 
134,000 horses, and 1,620 guns, The total 
war strength of the dual alliance is 5,126,- 
705 officers and men, 1,263,000 horses, and 
9,700 guns ; of the triple alliance 5,287,200 
officers and men, 988,150 horses, and 8,190 
gans. The total war strength of the triple 
alliance infantry therefore is superior to 
that of the dual alliance in officers and men 
by ~ 69,495, while it is inferior 274,850 in 
the number of horses, and 1,510 in the nam- 
ber of guns. The total forces available by 
both alliances in war, field troops only, is 
10,413,905. The gross population of both 
alliances 1s 272,569,462.

Tons of water 
flooded the oil room and pantry. 

Waves swept the vessel's decks clean of 
ladders, winches and tan bara, 

Then came a lull in the storm. The crew 
made two new lower 
them to the yards. The gale blew them 
into ribbons. Then began the taborions 
work of sailmaking anew. 

The crew were busy making sails and the 
continuous gales were as diligent in dispos- 
ing of them. The Broomball lost nearly 
two entire sets of canvas before her voyage 
was over. Every man who was not abso- 
lutely needed for the handling of the ship 
wae put to sailmaking. 

The Broomball drifted to the northeast, 
making leeway under the united influence 
of west and northwest gales, The ye 
grew shorter, The barque drifted into the 
region of Arotic night. 

The sun showed its face for a short while 
atnoon and then hid in darkness, The 
barque went on impelled by the gale which 
shrieked through her rigging and flooded 
her decks with stinging spray. 

The green brine swept her decks fore and 
aft. A mountainous mass of water broke 
in a roaring flood over ber bows. It wrench. 
ed iron railsand stanchions, carried away 
the top rail of the port bulwarks, tore the 
thin covering of teak wood from the deck 
house, burst o the cabin doors and 
flooded forecwtle and cabin. 


LIKE A BROADSIDE OF ARTILLERY 


It raked the vessel fore and aft like a 
broadside of artillery. It swept o ver the 
deoks like s resistless tide and then poured 
over the stern. In ita embrace it carried 
Charles Marx, a young German seaman. 
The man was standing near one of the 
forward winches. He was hurled against 
the deck and, bleeding and unconscious, 
was washed overboard, 

In a squall op January 15 the foresail 
and foretopsail, both of which had just 
been made, were split from foot to head, 
and the maintopmast staysail and mizzen 
ataysail were blown away. For the crew 
things were exceedingly uncomfortable on 
that barque. The forepeak was flooded 
part of the time level with the deck, 

Owing to a leak in one of the tank pipes 
the drinking water became brackish and 
the tea and coffee agg from it were al- 
most nau i he water supply was 
almost cchaneee when the barque had 
been at sea for seventy days, and it was 
carefully portioned out each day. And it 
hardly lasted until the Broomhall reached 

t. 

P Tbe barque had gales from every point 
of the compass nearly until February 27, 
when the wind hauled off to north-north- 
eastand blew a moderate breeze, which 
brought the Broomball toSandy Hook. In 
her voyage of 108 days she had ninety days 
of getes and hurricanes. 

Captain Taylor is now coanting the cost 
of this long voyage. He finds Old Ocean is 
indebted to him for the following :—

Iron nails inflict 
the worst injuries, and when “ demolitions” 
are going on or masses of broken material 
are known to be about to be carted through 
the streets, drags and vans are often sent 
by circuitous routes in order to avoid the 
nail-studded psvementa, 

Proper shoeing is almost as important as 
daily foot examination for these bulky 
horses. ‘‘ There is no animal more care- 
fully shod than a brewer's horse,” writes 
Mr. Gordon. ‘“‘ At Courage’s, for instance, 
no such things as standard sizes are known. 
Many havea different make and shape of 
shoe on each hoof. The shoe is alwa 
made ay to fit the foot, and these are 
never thrown away, but are mended —soled 
and heeled, in fact—by having pieces of 
iron welded inte them

Inthemuseuam of the Royal 
irish Academy alone there are nearly 400 
specimens of Irish re antiques, The gold 
antiquities in the British Museum illustra- 
tive of British history are, without excep- 
tion, Irish. The museum of Trinity College, 
Dablin, contains many fine examples, and 
there are several large private collections, 
But there ia no doubt that much greater 
quantities of gold ornamen: than are now 
known as existing have been lost forever,
